Hurlnt  the  four  hours  that  Com- 
mander U.  n.  Webb,  commander  of 
tha  U.S.  naval  hospiui  at  Yokohama 
was  burled  In  tho  ntlna  of  his  laaUtu- 
tion.  he  became  aa  a«ed  and  hrokoa 
man. 

"He  looked  like  a  man  one  hundred 

said  Mrs.  Webb,  who  arriv»>d  oa  the 
President  Jefferson  yeai^rdny. 

The  hospital,  a  larje  bulldlnc.  col- 
i.i|-sed  with  tha  first  shock.  Fortun- 
H'oly  It  conUlned  no  patienta,  but 
twelve  attendanta  ware  killed.  The 
Japanese  staff  worked  In  ohlfto  for 
four  houra  before  Commander  Webb, 
who  had  been  working  on  the  third 
^•*5<»*««<»-  He  waa  still 
aUve.  deaplte  Injurlea  and  the  fiamea 
that  had  com m»»n ceil  to  dpvour  the 
balldlng.  It  was  a  race  between  man 
and  the  flamaub  and  tlM  CalthfttI  Jap- 
anese  won. 

"Nothing  but  the  best  can  be  said 
of  the  Japanese  sert'ants."  exclaimed 
Mra  \\>bh.  They  were  wonderful. 
NothInK  could  be  finer  than  tho  de- 
votlon   they  showed.     They  stood  by 

the  foreivnora,  oftoa  ta  Uo  aa«loot  of 

their  owa  kla."

Webb,  MiB.  Webb  and  the  hoapltal 
attendants  made  their  wny  to  the 
harbor  front,  where  they  r. imped  on 
the  flats  Krotii  ih»'lr  enranipment 
they  roul^l  a«>«  .laiMOfae  mothers  In 
the  Bluff  district.

The  refugees  were  all  from  ^Toko- 
ima.  and  what  they  aald  of  Yoko- 
hama waa.  In  effect,  that  it  waa  aow 
only  a  memory  among  tha  cltlea  of 
Japan  and  the  great  porta  of  tha 
world.  It  had  gone  down  like  a 
houao  of  cards  at  th«  first  onset  of

There  had  been  horror 
upon  horror;  thera  had  been  an  up- 
heaval of  the  solid  earth;  there  had 
been  a  rlalng  of  tha  tortured  aea;

had  lurked  among  the  ways  of  death.

Ernpresa 
of  Australia  On  the  wharf  at  (he 
B.inie  tirtip  was  Morris  Uruce,  a  young 
Kngllnhman  .rnployed  by  tha  Rlalng 
Sua  Petroleum  Company. 

Thaae  th^ee  had  ahared  tha  for- 
tunes and  aaoapaa*-  aad  tha  raacua 
work  of  gtx  daya.  Thay  wara  agreed 
upon  all  the  salient  featuraa  of  tha 
catastrophe.  They  retained  no  reeol 
lection  more  vl\ id  tlian  th  it  of  the 
herol'im  and  efficlenc.v'  of  (he  offlier.s

When  WUllam  the 
Conqueror  made  hto  half-brother, 
Robert  of  Mortaln,  Barl  of  Corn- 
wall, he  gave  with  tka  title  the  honor 
of  Jjaunceston  Csatle.  Earlier  at  ill, 
Laanceston  was  in  tho  han<i8  of  Har- 
old, ths  last  Saxon  kln»r.  who,  as  the 
Doomitday  Book  rccorda,  held  the 
honor  "on  the  day  when  King  Kd- 
ward was  nllvo  and  dead."  Here  Is 
enough  to  show  the  ancient  Impori- 
ance  of  the  Went  Country  ta  aaalish 
poUty.  aad  th^  ateady  purpoM  of  the 
Mverelan  power  to  permit  no  subject

When  the  white  man  first  eanfe  to 
the  N'orth  American  eontlnsnt  one  of

pleaaure  to  hoth  eye  and  ear,  but  was 
also  a  definite  and  unfailing  aource  of 
food.

surcaons  were  prohibited  from  bar- 
bery or  shavins."
